"amide, secondary amine, ureido, thiourea, carbamate and sulfonamide" as required by newly 
amended claim 1. Kirkpatrick only teaches the use of a disulfide. Therefore, claims 1-7, 9-19 
and 21-24 (renumbered 1-22) are allowed.
